2.  In  response  to  the  teachers'  proposal,  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  presented  its  own  proposal  for  teachers'  salary. 

3.  This  proposal  from  the  Finance  Committee  was  unanimously  rejected 
by  the  Teachers'  Association. 

4.  A  subsequent  proposal  by  the  Board's  Finance  Committee  was  not  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Teachers'  Association. 

5.  On  December  12,  1966,  the  members  of  the  Princeton  Regional  Teach- 
ers' Association  voted  overwhelmingly  to  keep  open  negotiations  with 
the  Board  of  Education.  Negotiations  have  been,  in  effect,  cut  off  by 
the  Board  when  they  refused' to  consider  any  adjustment  of  the  amount 
of  funds  to  be  allocated  to  teachers'  salaries. 

With  regret  that  this  matter  must  become  a  public  concern,  we  ask  the  sup- 
port of  interested  citizens  in  our  efforts  to  keep  open  negotiations  with 
the  Board.
